In the name of Allah the Gracious the Merciful. 

By the heavenly mansions. 

By the promised day. 

By the testifier and the testified. 

Ruin seize the people of the trenches - -

This Sura' is Meccan and has 23 verses including Bismillah. 

This Sura' is related to the previous Sura’ which mentioned the new rising of the moon of 
Islam. When will this event occur and what will be its purpose? It should be remembered that 
the heavens have 12 mansions so the time for the manifestation of this prophecy will be after 
1200 years and just as the moon is a witness to the sun a Promised One will testify in favour 
of this grand testimony in that he will stand as a witness in favour of the Muhammad the 

Prophet of Allah XXL His true followers will also be included in this testimony. Their only 



1 Verses 5-8 prophecy the destruction of those who lit a fire in the pits and threw the believers into it and sat 
observing the spectacle. These verses implicate a prophecy in that this incident will occur in the future too and 
that time will be the age of the promised one. So this certainly applies to those innocent Ahmadi victims who 
were attemptedly burnt alive in their homes and the word '- 3 ** [‘sat by’] reveals that the people sat down to 
watch the spectacle and nobody took action against the perpetrators of evil. So this grand prophecy has been 
fulfilled in this way many times when under police surveillance the opponents attempted to burn innocent 
Ahmadis alive and even succeeding in their endeavour many times and sometimes being unsuccessful.
